1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth 
in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action 
under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat.

d. The claimed isolated MHC class l-restricted epitope peptide derived from survivin 
and composition thereof, said epitope peptide comprising SEQ ID NO: 5, wherein the 
epitope peptide has a C 5 o value, defined as the concentration of the peptide required for 
half-maximal binding to HLA-A2, which is at most 20 uM , is not taught or suggested by 
the prior art.
